In my (uniswored) Augmst 1 letter to you I sought to alert you to the newest

T-^at letter followed tliree to the attorney general 
that, with the politeness that seems to characterinze the department noe, did not 
even receive an acknowledge. I gave her, as I give you and am, despite serious 
xii illnesses and many limitations when I am pa§t 85 quite willing to defend, 
including against all the allegations you can callect from the FBI, what As in- 
dependent truth and accurate inf mrmation - most from your own lied— about files , 
which I liave via the FOIA lawsuit, CA 75-1 996 » I 11 this I referred to the established 
truth you foXSes were not a^out to let out through tha£ clenched teeth of you* 
bloody mouthd. The mislea&n^letter I have just received from one whoeither lacks 
personal and professional integrity or is ignorant of the matter, would give offense 
to the average high— school student. It is not any kind of response to any of my 
letters to the attorney general or to you. ^ 

Exejbt that it is intended ±0 perpetuate deception isf-tfeet no meaning at all. 
But tliat it does seek to deceive adds allSl^gJf you who had any connection with 
it to the departments catalogue shame and dishoner in all matteiK in any way 
related to wliat was a de facto lynching - in which not one of you ha$j< not sought 
to project the lynchers. 

As 1 told yhu in my August 21 letter, I have iiunique qualifications in this,

Not because I believe you would want to read what made clear what the depart- 
ment and its people have done in this wretchedly dishonest case and continue to do 
gou^ appeal to you but for two other reasons I then sent you part of the rough 
of a book manuscript intended as a record for history, titled Whoring 
with History; How the Her a ld Posaers Protect the King Assa s siir ^ One of those 
reasons was on the off chance that there might be <Joie of you sufficiently con- 
cerned about the nationals integrity and with the backb'lone to learn the truth and 
be willing to risk his job by stating it and the other was to make and preserve 
a record of what you, officially, collectively and individually, did and did not 
do at the time of that great national tragedy and since then. I jfjave fotynd what 
I believe is the rest of that manuscriot and while I <3,0 not expect any one of you 
to read it foti- aSy any one of you to he epneerned about what thej'BI did to get 
f^osner A to do his whoring with history in what he wrote that is a de facto FBI 
book of the kind it lias arranged for in the past. The other is to make and leave

when he detected that what he had agreed to was being expanded into that, -^e denied it 
I tliink the country has come to a hell of a pass when all of yoW so well paid 
and staff cannot produce a single wne with enough concern for the department's, the 




government '$ and tno nation's integrity to try to tell the truth as it exists in 
your own records and is otherwise readily available, and tliat /et make a record, if 
nothing else, an old man, ill and feeble, must make the record because of the total- 
ity of abdication of personal and professional responsibility and of decent con- 
cern of the opinion of mankind. I apologize for my typing bjf/t it cannot be any 
better when to be able to type I must keep my right leg horizontal and the left 



leg with the heel as_ high as my heart, and 1 do this with the typewriter between 
my legs. At 85. To try, knowing I cannot, get you people, all the many of you, 
to try to be at least in some degree honest when for All thelnany with knowledge 
in the department and tiie not a one lias made tliat effort in three decades! 

I doubt any of you thinks in such terms but aside from the magnitude of the 
actual difference, how much difference is .there in the record all of you have 
ma«t- and are making and what wc know of ^ public employees under Hitler and Stalin. 

The Department, it seems, is determined to preserve the most dubious record 
it has made for itself and for the country and turned so many people, particularly 
young people off, is seeing to it that then thret'i'J^/our most outstanding leaders, 
including the President, were assassinated^that the official explanations of them 
would not be acceptable to the people and would not be, despite all the propaganda 
designed to try to make the official myths acceptable.
